‘7A Officers and personnel attached to other establish- 
ments due to disciplinary case.— (1) Officer and 
personnel attached to other establishments, due to 
disciplinary cases, are not deemed to be performing 
normal duty and no leave is, therefore, ordinarily 
permissible to them. 

Provided that, in exceptional cases leave due may be

(2) Personnel permitted to proceed on leave from a 
station other than the permanent duty station may 
be permitted to rejoin at that station, if nece.ssary.

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall bo eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are oilier grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the oiicration of this rule, 

6. Power to Relax;— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for 
reasons to be recorded In writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts; 

7. Saving:— Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations and other conce.ssions required to be provided for the Schedulcxl Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

Provided that tne Centra) Gcvernuient may, if satisfied that such mri i iage is perioisslHe under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the otter party to the marriage and there are other grounds 'oi so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax:— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by i rder and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respeel to any class or category ol persons or posts. 

6. Saving;— Nothing in these rules shall alTecl reservations and other concessions required to be provided lor the .Schaluled Castes, 
Scheduled TribsS .and other special categories c f persons in accordance with the orders issued hy Ihc Centra! Government from time 
to time in this regard.
